Temperatures last week averaged 55 degrees, 7.5 degrees below normal.
Precipitation averaged 0.79 inches statewide, 0.01 inches below normal.
There were 6.2 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending October
4, 2020. Topsoil moisture supply was rated 4 lpercent very short, 23
percent short and 73 percent ad%quate. Subsoil moisture supply was
rated 4 percent very sﬁort, 21 percent short and 75 percent adequate.
Corn mature progressed to 81 percent, compared to the 5-year average
of 93 percent. Corn harvested for grain was 31 percent complete, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 56 percent. Corn condition was rated 1
percent very poor, 4 percent poor, 15 percent fair, 63 percent good, and
17 percent excellent. Soybeans turning color was 84 percent, compared
to the 5-year average oty 83 percent. Soybeans dropping leaves was 49
percent, compared to the 5- year average of 57 percent. Soybean harvest
was 6 percent complete, con(lipared to the 5-year average of 14 percent.
